tomobile Thieves Over
to Federal Agents.

The first case in the Calumet District
to come under the new National Motor
Vehicle Theft Act. received attention
today when Kalph Rodea and Horace
M. Jackson, two Hammond men, were
arraigned before United States Com-
missioner Surprise and rharged with
stealing the automobile of William May
and transporting It to Cleveland, Ohio
where it was sold. f

The new act went Into effect on Oc-

tober 2S of this year and provides that
"whoever shall transport or cause to be
transported in interstate or foreign
commerce a motor vehicle, knowing the
same to have been stolen, shall be
punished by a fine of not more than
$r,000 or hy imprisonment of not more
than five years or both." It also pro-
vides the same punishment" for dny per.
son receiving, concealing, storing, bar-

tering or selling a motor vehicle that
the person knows to have been stolen.
The term "motor vehicle" Includes auto-

mobile, automobile trucks, automohile
wagons, motorcycles or any other self
propelled vehicles not designed for run- -

unlng on rails. t
This case is the first to come before

the attention of Commissioner Surprise
and is believed to be the first prosecu-
tion under the law in this state. The
theft of the automobile iVi question In
this case occured on October 29 and
was then transported to Cleveland and
sold rlurimr the fir?t few days of No-

vember. The car was the property of
William May of Hammond.
